But possibly you do not tbinl: that this over- 
supply of oil makes any difference. Well, let 
us sec what happens. 


You notice viar there is no splash trough 


for the rear cylinder. Ir is lubricated by trie 
fly-wheel splash. (The third cylinder also re- 
ceives some of this splash.) 


If there is too muck oil in the reservoir 


there will be too much oil splashed to the 
third and fourth cylinders. From the cylin- 


let us look at the connecting rods and 


splash troughs. Cylinders 1, 2 and 3 are 
lubricated by the dipping of the connecting 
rods into the troughs underneath. Remem- 
ber that -these connecting rods have no oil 
holet, no oil grooves, no dippers. To lubricate 
the friction surfaces the oil must work its 
way through the close clearances between 
thcendsof tbc bearings and the crnnk checks, 
anc! then distribute itself over the bearing . 
surfaces.

All 
manufacturers of this type of clurch recom- 
mend an oil which will give positive, <]uick 
engagement with no slipping, and an in- 
stantaneous release. 


Heavier oils used in Ford engines cause a

As to the transmission gears: There are 
three sets of triple gears mounted on close- 
fitting pivots.

A heavy- 
bodied oil is not well adapted ro work inro 
and thoroughly lubricate the sleeves and 
bearings. 


Chattering of Ford transmission bands comes 
from incorrectly-adjusted bands or worn ouc 
linings, and is aggravated by unlmrned fuel 
mixed with the lubricating oil. In such cases 
rhc diluted oil should be replaced with fresh 
oil and die bands correctly ajjjosced or the 
linings renewed. To attempt to remedy such 
mechanical condii ions by the use of so-called 
"anti-chattering oils" containing foreign 
material which may separate, or lard oil, 
wool grease or other animal fats which de- 
compose under heat, is obviously wrong and 
likely to cause gumming of rhe valve Etcms, 
carbon deposit and other troublis.
